old wooden wharf, built in the form of a right angle. There are no loading

The south side of the cana] from Baltiiek (S4-LON, 19-54s) to Peyse (54c1N, 
2005) is reinforced with piling which extends about 1.5 meters above 

water level, but there is no reinforcement cn tho north side. The channel 
is free of wreckage, but several w3reciied ships have been hauled over to the 
edge of the channel]. and in some places pulled up on the shore, In Peysa 
harbor there is a heap of wrecked ships and bares which have apparentiy 
bean hauled here and piled up by large cranes. On the north sice of the 
channel tvuere are occasional docks for small craft, and at cme point a Moate- 
ing crane, with 2 ship, was observed, The only other vessels observed ware 
a few barses end two trawlers on the way inte the harbor, and Swo patrol 
boats, flying preen flags, moar Feyse. The canal should now be navigable for 
ships up %o 10,000 tons.
